Town gets initial device to help people having cardiac arrest

BANBURY’S town centre could 
have up to four public access de¬ 
fibrillators within the next few 
years, the Banbury Cake can reveal. 

The news comes after the first lifesav¬ 
ing device was unveiled on the side of 
Marks & Spencer in Market Place on 
Friday last week. 

Charity Banbury Lions Club has 
spent 18 months raising £2,000 for the 
machine, which will be used to help peo¬ 
ple who suffer a cardiac arrest. 

Club chairman Ian Wilson said: “We 
are all really pleased that the defibrilla¬ 
tor has finally gone in. 

“We’d like to thank everyone in Ban¬ 
bury who made donations and support¬ 
ed all of our fundraising ventures. 

“We believe that people should never 
be more than ten minutes from a defi¬ 
brillator, and are keen to work with any 
businesses or members of the public 
who can help us install more. 

“Having a range of these devices 
across the town centre can only be a 
good thing. Hopefully they will never be 
used but they will be there if you need 
one.” 

Mr Wilson added the town centre’s 
second defibrillator, which is being in¬ 
stalled in partnership with Banbury-

based solicitors Spratt Endicott, 
should be in operation by the summer, 
with up to two more to follow. 

The second device is planned for the 
Banbury Cross area. 

Public access defibrillators are avail¬ 
able 24 hours a day, seven days a week, 
are not restricted by being inside a 
shop or business, and are available for 
any member of the public to use. 

According to South Central Ambu¬ 
lance Service this is the tenth defibril¬ 
lator in Banbury. 

There are defibrillators inside Ban¬ 
bury Police Station, Woodgreen Lei¬ 
sure Centre in Woodgreen Avenue, 
and at Windrush Surgery in West Bar 
Street. 

But none of these are available 24 
hours a day for members of the public 
to use. 

Banbury mayor Tony Mepham said: 
“It’s brilliant that the Lions Club has 
worked so hard to collect money for 
the defibrillator.” 

To use the system, people can call 
the 999 emergency number and will be 


directed to their nearest defibrillator. 

Each box has an entry code, which will 
be given by the ambulance call handlers. 

The box will have a video screen, which 
when activated will show the user how to 
operate the equipment safely. 

National defibrillator charity Commu¬ 
nity Heartbeat Trust, which has overseen 
the project, will be holding an open even¬ 
ing in the next few weeks to give people 
advice on using the device. 

Rhys Bull, store manager at Marks & 
Spencer, said: “Our position at the heart 
of Banbury’s town centre makes our 
store the ideal location to install a public 
access defibrillator.”

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‘Lifeline’ service 
loses vital funds 


‘Phone Friends’ scheme 
offers point of contact to 
isolated elderly residents

AN “INVALUABLE” Phone 
Friends scheme for the elderly 
is under threat after the coun¬ 
ty council pulled its funding. 

The volunteer-led service, run 
by Age UK Oxfordshire, offers a 
lifeline to some of the 35,000 older 
people who say they often or al¬ 
ways feel lonely. 

It was the focus of a Christmas 
campaign in our sister paper, the 
Oxford Mail, which raised £2,335 
for phone calls and found 30 poten¬ 
tial volunteers in December. 

But that could be under threat 
after Oxfordshire County Council 
decided to stop the £33,000 it gives 
to the £35,000-a-year running costs, 
with the cash ending on March 31. 

Age UK Oxfordshire chief ex¬ 
ecutive Paul Cann said: “We had 
it confirmed about a week ago. It 
was the only funding we had for it. 

“The key message is that we are 
determined to conserve Phone 
Friends on a lower cost, but must 
be responsible about managing it. 

“The donors we had during the 
campaign have inspired us to work

even harder to keep the service 
going; the money that was raised 
makes a start.” 

Over the next few months the 
charity will review its current 
premises in Banbury and will 
only apply for funding or tender in 
partnership with other charities. 

The news has come as a shock to 
people who use the service, many 
of whom count it as one of their 
key points of contact to the world. 

Former Unipart worker Roy 
Croucher, 86, who fronted the Ox¬ 
ford Mail's campaign, said: “I can’t 
understand these cuts. 


“In their mind older people are 
just a nuisance. I can’t see how 
they can hit the poor and the el¬ 
derly like this.” 

He added: “I have my phone calls 
on Monday and Saturday and I’m 
still finding them helpful.” 

Age UK Oxfordshire and Contact 
the Elderly volunteer Shazmin 
Sivewright, who cares for fellow 
user Hazel Plested in Headington, 
said: “Phone Friends is a lifeline 
to people who are on their own. 

“To Hazel it’s invaluable. She 
speaks to an advisor from Ban¬ 
bury and you can’t put a price on 
having someone to talk to.” 

Phone Friends co-ordinator 
Paula Donaldson said: “It will 
probably continue in a different 
guise. We have had volunteers say¬ 
ing that if the service closes they 
will still do the calls anyway.” 

Oxfordshire County Council 
spokesman Chris Birdsall said the 
local authority would run its own 
service, in place from April 1. 

He said: “It will provide informa¬ 
tion for older people, adults with 
learning disabilities, adults with 
mental health problems, adults 
with physical and sensory impair¬ 
ments, adult and young carers, 
young people aged 16+ and fami¬ 
lies with young children (particu¬ 
larly disabled children). 

“The council’s £69m savings be¬ 
gin in the 2016-17 financial year.”

Mental health volunteers receive £20k 


VOLUNTEERS at mental health 
charity Restore celebrated after 
receiving £20,000 in donations over 
the festive period. 

Money was raised through sales of 
the Oxfordshire charity’s Christmas 
cards and gifts, carol singing 
organised by the Oxford Spires 
Rotary club, and donations by other 
local groups. 

Sue Smilie, a member of Restore’s 
Orchard Recovery Group in Banbury, 
said: “By people fundraising, it helps 
to bring more awareness to mental 
health issues. 


“The money also gives us more 
choice in what activities we do - it 
funds more projects. 

“It also means we can make more 
things to sell in our shop, which can 
then raise even more money.” 

The group, based in Manzil Way, 
Oxford, supports people with severe 
mental health problems to recover 
and get work. 

They offer activities such as 
gardening, craft, woodwork and the 
chance to work in the charity’s shops 
and cafes, where they sell the 
products they grow and make.

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Protesters turn out over 
children’s centres plans 

Petition to save a ‘fantastic’ service receives more than 1,000 signatures ahead of next week’s budget meeting

A PETITION to save the county’s chil¬ 
dren’s centres has topped 1,000 signa¬ 
tures ahead of next Tuesday’s budget 
vote. 

Despite the downpour across the 
county on Saturday, 600 people turned 
up in Abingdon, Didcot and Bicester 
to sign a petition run by Save Oxford¬ 
shire’s Children’s Centres and the La¬ 
bour Party in the hope it would per¬ 
suade them to “sit up and listen”. 

Hundreds more have added their 
names online. 

Spokeswoman for Save Oxfordshire’s 
Children’s Centres, Jill Huish urged 
people from across the county to give 
their signature and make a difference. 

She said: “This is the chance for you 
to influence the way your councillor 
votes and to appeal to them directly. 

“By signing this petition you’re say¬ 
ing to them ‘look, if you don’t vote 
against the cuts to children’s centres, I 
won’t vote for you in the next election.’ 

“At the end of the day, most council¬ 
lors are interested in being re-elected, 
so if you show them you’re serious 
about this, they should take your opin¬ 
ion on board.” 

Ms Huish added she “doesn’t know 
where she’d be” without the county’s 
children’s centres. 

She said: “I suffered abuse myself, 
which is a situation a lot of people are 
in in the county. 

“The services gave me the help I need¬ 
ed and now lead a very happy, stable 
life. 

“What these services across Oxford¬ 
shire do is so important and economi¬ 
cally - and morally - it would be stupid 
to close them.” 

Chris Howells, constituency vice- 
chairman of the Bicester and Banbury 
Labour Party, said what the centres did 
was “vital”. 

He said: “The children’s centres 
aren’t just for troubled kids, they are 
for absolutely everyone who needs help

Chapel to be razed 

N OXON: A chapel will be knocked 
down in Adderbury to make way for 
four new houses. 

Approval was given by Cherwell 
District Council on Monday to 
demolish the 1956 St George’s Catholic 
Church in Round Close Road. 

Tax hike is approved 

OXON: A 27p per month increase in 
the Thames Valley police precept has 
been approved. 

The two per cent rise means it now 
makes up £166.96 of Band D household 
council tax bills from April 1. 

The move, proposed by police and 
crime commissioner Anthony 
Stansfeld, backed by a scrutiny panel. 

The panel said it would protect 
frontline policing and fund 28 
additional posts at the child abuse 
investigation unit, plus seven at the 
Oxfordshire multi agency support hub.

or somewhere to go. 

“And they also help people who are 
going through domestic abuse or other 
struggles. They are so important.” 

The council has proposed closing all 
44 of the county’s children’s centres, 
and its seven early intervention hubs, 
and replacing them with eight family 
and resource centres. 

There are three different options be¬ 
ing considered by council leaders, but 
all involve a drastic reduction in the 
children’s centre network, which sup¬ 
port families of children under five. 

Oxfordshire County Council is trying 


to save £290 million from 2010 to 2018 
and may have to save up to £50 million 
on top of that. 

Spokesman Paul Smith previously 
said the local authority was looking 
at “95 savings options across all of the 
council’s services with the exception of 
children’s social care”. 

This includes adult social care, librar¬ 
ies, highways, fire and rescue and trad¬ 
ing standards. 

Councillors have previously said the 
decision to make cuts to the children’s 
centres would be a “difficult” one due 
to their “fantastic” work. 


£2m project fails to ease bedblocking 


MORE patients are stranded in hospital 
beds despite a radical £2m project to 
tackle the bedblocking crisis getting 
under way last year. 

Health leaders announced plans in 
November to move medically fit patients 
stuck in hospital beds with nowhere to go 
into specially-commissioned beds at 
nursing homes. 

But it emerged on Thursday that despite 
171 patients being transferred to these 
intermediate care beds over the past two 
months, there were now more delayed 
patients in hospitals than before the 
scheme started. 

On January 28 there were a total of 168 
patients stranded in acute and community 
hospital beds across the county - up from 
150 in November. 

Once patients are moved out of the 
hospital they are assessed to determine if 
they can go home or need further care. 

The committee heard that while the 
scheme had been successful transferring 
patients out of the hospital beds, the flow 
was held up because there was not 
enough to help them move on to the next 
stage of their care. 

Board members at Oxford University 



Hospitals and Oxford Health foundation 
trusts are offering incentives to encourage 
more staff to help. 

OUH clinical director Paul Brennan told 
the county council's joint health and 
scrutiny overview committee last 
Thursday the goal of the pilot scheme was 
to reduce the number of delayed patients 
to 30. 

He said: "We are not where we would 


want to be today, so we have agreed a 
series of additional measures to bring us 
back into line. The biggest single issue is 
being able to improve that flow through 
all the various services, so people are 
managed at home." 

Oxford Health, OUH, Oxfordshire 
Clinical Commissioning Group (OCCG) and 
the county council drew up the scheme 
last year in response to the county's high 
bedblocking rate. 

The most recent comparable figures 
from NHS England, which takes a daily 
"snapshot" from trusts nationwide, 
showed in November Oxfordshire had the 
worst bedblocking rate in the country. 

The problem is estimated to cost £9m per 
year. Mr Brennan said because the 
scheme was only a pilot proposal, the 
trust could not force staff to move 
department. That is why he told 
councillors that offering incentives will 
allow the trusts to rack up an extra 1,600 
hours of manpower a week - the 
equivalent to 40 full-time staff. 

Healthwatch Oxfordshire's head of 
projects Carol Moore said it was 
disappointing the numbers were on the 
rise again.

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Kids book 
charity plea 
for support 

A CHARITY helping children 
struggling to read has put out 
an urgent appeal for more 
volunteers to come forward 
and join its work. 

ARCh (Assisted Reading for 
Children) trains and supports 
volunteers to work one-to-one 
with primary school children to 
help spread a love of books. 

It works with more than 100 
schools around Oxfordshire, 
but since the start of the year 
an increase in the waiting list 
has meant more helpers are 
urgently needed. 

It comes after the charity was 
awarded a £3,900 grant by the 
Gannett Foundation at the 
start of the year. 

ARCh development manager 
Jane Rendle, who has been 
with the charity since it started 
eight years ago, said: "We are 
looking for volunteers who will 
aim to share a love of reading 
through playing games, 
communicating with children 
and introducing new books. 

"We have children chosen by 
the school to join us for a 
variety of reasons - they might 
have a reading level below 
their peers, which may impact 
on their confidence." 

Volunteers would spend 
about an hour twice a week at 
a nearby primary school, 
working with the same three 
children for a year. 

There are about 30 schools on 
the Bicester-based charity's 
waiting list, and volunteers are 
badly needed. 

The grant by the Gannett 
Foundation - the charitable 
arm of our parent company, 
Gannett - allowed the charity 
to buy hundreds of new books. 

All volunteers are given a box 
of books and games chosen to 
help hook children on reading. 

Members meet to share 
resources and ideas in meetings 
in Banbury and other towns. 
Training courses are in May. 

The charity also wants firms 
to release staff for a couple of 
hours each week to volunteer.

Authors clash over usage of ‘cold, hard’ e-books 


BOOK lovers in Oxfordshire are 
turning to electronic tomes more and 
more, according to latest figures from 
our libraries. 

But as the country marked National 
Libraries Day on Saturday, the 
statistics sparked debate between the 
county’s literary heavyweights. 

Northern Lights author Philip 
Pullman has said “cold hard screens” 
of e-books will never replace well- 
thumbed volumes passed down the 
generations. 

But children’s illustrator Korky Paul 
has said anything that gets children 
reading is good. 

It is forecast 33,084 will be taken out 
this financial year compared to 23,671 
in 2014/15. 

By comparison, the total number of 
books borrowed from county libraries 
has dropped by 17 per cent since 2010/ 
11 from 4,189,869 in 2010/ 11 to 3,491,194 
in 2014/ 15. 

Philip Pullman, whose trilogy His 
Dark Materials has sold more than 
4,375,000 copies and is now available as 
an e-book, said they would never 
compare to the “real thing”.

He said: “My feeling is that when a 
child is very young sharing a book with 
their parents at bedtime, there is much 
more engagement with a physical book. 

“It is that particular battered copy 
with the bent corners and finger marks 
- that will never be replaced by a cold, 
hard screen.” 

Korky Paul, who lives in Oxford and is 


famous for illustrating the Winnie the 
Witch children’s book series, said he 
had no problem with e-books, and said 
people needed to get used to the new 
way of reading or “sink”. 

He said: “Young kids don’t mind 
reading in a different way: we have to 
change with the times. 

“Modern technology has enhanced 
the quality of artwork in books, it’s 
wonderful what we can do with 
typesetting and scanning and 
reproducing images.” 

But both authors agreed that libraries 
were a valuable community asset in 
their own right. 

Mr Pullman, of Cumnor, said: “It is 
deplorable that any libraries have 
closed for all sorts of reasons: a library 
is a place where a young parent can 
take their child for a story; it is a place 
to read the paper or a magazine, or meet 
people to talk about books.” 

Membership to Oxfordshire’s 43 
public libraries fell by 3.3 per cent from 
239,879 in April 2011 to 231,850 in April 
this year. 

The county library service started 
offering e-books in March 2012.

A ONE-EYED injured cock¬ 
erel was found in a “pretty 
bad way” dumped in a cage 
on the side of the road in 
Bloxham. 

A member of the public was 
travelling through the village 
down Ell’s Lane when they came 
across a dilapidated wooden 
cage dumped in the hedgerow. 

Inside they found an injured 
cockerel - since named Echo - 
that was bleeding from multiple 
injuries and had also lost an eye. 

The RSPCA were called to 
rescue the poorly bird and have 
since launched an investigation 
into how he could have been 
dumped in the village. 

RSPCA animal collection of¬ 
ficer Dennis Lovell said: “Echo 
is lucky to have been found as it 
is a fairly remote area. 

“There is not a lot of people 
or houses around there and he 
is lucky that these kind people 
stopped to take a look. 

“My heart sank when I arrived 
as I could see there was quite a 
lot of blood. He had lost an eye 
and looked as though he was in 
a pretty bad way so I really was 
not sure if he was going to make 
it or not. 

“I kept my fingers crossed 
for him though and he made it 
through.” 

The RSPCA is appealing for 
anyone with information about 
the discarded wooden crate and 
injured cockerel.

MP comes out in support of UK 
staying inside reformed Europe 


THE NORTH Oxfordshire MP has put 
forward her support for Britain to 
remain a part of a reformed European 
Union. 

Conservative MP Victoria Prentis is 
campaigning for the country to stay part 
of the EU ahead of the upcoming 
referendum. 

Mrs Prentis said it would be in 
“Britain’s national interest” to remain a 
member but agrees with the Prime 
Minister’s recent proposals for a reform. 

She said: “I support the Conservatives 
for Reform in Europe (CRE) who believe 
that it is in Britain’s national interest to 
remain a member of a reformed 
European Union. 

“It is clear that there is a strong 
appetite for reforming our relationship 
with Europe, and I fully support the 
prime minister’s ongoing renegotiation 
efforts. 

“Earlier this week, the Prime Minister 
unveiled a draft of his proposed reforms 
including exempting Britain from ever- 
closer union, protecting the UK from 
discrimination outside the Eurozone, 
returning power to national parliaments, 
and applying an immediate brake to 
benefit payments for EU migrants - these 



proposals address my key concerns 
about the EU. 

“The reforms are substantial and 
would redefine the UK’s relationship 
with Europe.”

Local plan could see 22,800 new homes 


BUSINESSES and homeowners 
are being urged by a Cherwell 
councillor to take part in the 
Local Plan consultation over the 
next six weeks. 

Part two of the Cherwell Local 
Plan looks at more detailed 
policies for future developments 
in the district until 2031. 

The plan looks to provide 
22,800 homes by 2031 to help 
tackle the county’s believed 
housing needs. 

The district council’s lead 
member for planning, Michael 
Gibbard, said: “Adoption of the 
Local Plan was a key milestone 
as it will be used to guide future 


planning applications over the 
next 15 years and provide a 
recognised defence against 
speculative development. 

“However, having outlined our 
preferred strategic sites for 
housing and employment, we 
are now looking in closer detail 
at how we guide future 
development proposals and 
deliver smaller sites to help 
deliver essential infrastructure 
for local communities. 

“This Part 2 consultation is all 
about engaging with residents, 
businesses and visitors to find 
out what they want to see 
delivered alongside the larger 


development sites and how 
detailed policy can be used to 
improve the quality of 
development in Cherwell. 

“We want to create thriving, 
sustainable communities. We 
are asking for views on the 
issues and sites we need to 
consider.” 

The consultation will run 
until Friday, March 11, and 
plans can be found at public 
libraries, Cherwell District 
Council link points in Banbury, 
Bicester and Kidlington and 
council offices.

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Delay in councils’ move 
to find sites for housing 


A SEARCH for housing 
sites by Oxfordshire’s six 
biggest councils has been 
delayed. 

The Oxfordshire Growth 
Board said the strategic 
options development and 
assessment, which will set 
out where housebuilding 
could take place across the 
county, was now not 
scheduled to be complete 
until May 2. 

This was five weeks later 
than originally planned, a 
report to the board said. It 


said the setback was due to 
the original consultants 
pulling out of the project at 
the last minute. 

The assessment is now set 
to be carried out by Land 
Use Consultants. 

The report to the growth 
board said the options 
assessment would be 
followed by a study on how 
housebuilding could affect 
roads and public transport. 

That is likely to be 
finished by late July, it 
added.

A NEWSPAPER editor, who 
started his career as a tea 
boy at the Banbury Cake 40 
years ago, has launched a 
search for his first byline. 

Stan Szecowka began work as 
a trainee reporter at the Cake in 
1976 and wrote his first story for 
the paper’s Film Scene section. 

Now, four decades on, he is 
enjoying life in much warmer 
climes as editor of Bahrain- 
based newspaper Gulf Weekly, 
but is still searching for that 
elusive cutting. 

He said: “I treasured that first 
byline and have ended up chas¬ 
ing it ever since. 

“It was fun times at the paper 
and I’d love to frame the page 
with the column on to show to 
my children and grandchildren. 

“I would love to find a cut¬ 
ting or image of the page it was 
printed on, and didn’t know if 
any readers might have an old 
copy of the Cake from that time 
hidden in a cupboard or attic, 
wrapping up some item in the 
loft or garage. 

“It would make an old hack 
very happy” 

The 56-year-old started out at 
his local paper after leaving sec¬ 
ondary school, and was offered 
the joint position of trainee 
reporter, photographer and tea 
boy by then editor Graham Wil¬ 
ton. 

He said the job opportunity 
came along when he was inter¬ 
viewed for the paper about a 
hitchhiking trip to Poland to 
meet his late father’s family. 

The former Bretch Hill resi¬ 
dent added: “Graham inter¬ 
viewed us about our adventure 
with a tent, rucksack and a load 
of Ready Brek. 

“As you could recall, at the 
time Eastern Europe was be¬ 
hind the Iron Curtain. One 
night we were chased by police 
with guns because we had a Un¬ 
ion Jack on our rucksacks. 

“Graham asked me what I 
wanted to do when I left school 
and I told him I wanted to be a 
journalist. 

“Three days later he offered 
me the job on £12 a week and I 
never returned to school.” 

The weekly review involved 



Journalist Stan Szecowka, who is 
now working in Bahrain 

reporters walking over to the Clas¬ 
sic Cinema in Horsefair - now the 
Odeon - and picking up the follow¬ 
ing week’s top movie synopsis. 

Mr Szecowka would then head 
back to the Cake’s offices in Mar¬ 
ket Place and rewrite it for the pa¬ 
per’s movie buffs.

A BIGGER SPLASH (15,124 mins) A 
drama/romance with Tilda 
Swinton, Matthias Schoenaerts, 
Ralph Fiennes and Dakota 
Johnson.

SUN, sea, sex and skulduggery 
are the key ingredients of 
writer-director Luca 
Guadagnino’s spicy cinematic 
cocktail, which elegantly 
updates the erotically charged 
1969 thriller La Piscine from St 
Tropez to the rugged Sicilian 
island of Pantelleria. 

Simmering sexual tensions of 
the original have been turned up 
to a furious boil in A Bigger 
Splash, which demands full- 
frontal nudity from almost the 
entire cast as the battle of the 
sexes claims at least one 
casualty. 

The striking backdrop of a 
volcanic Mediterranean island 
is an apt metaphor for the 
dormant desires of morally 
conflicted characters, who 
threaten to erupt under 


sustained provocation. 

The four protagonists all seem 
capable of inflicting a fatal blow 
and breaking the heady spell of 
the untamed idyll. 

It’s this air of uncertainty and 
impending doom which 
electrifies every frame of 
Guadagnino’s 
stylistically 
specific vision. 

Once again, the 
filmmaker 

collaborates with Oscar- 
winning British actress Tilda 
Swinton and gifts her a plum 
role as a David Bowie-esque 
glam rock doyenne called 
Marianne Lane, who is 
recuperating from surgery on 
her vocal chords.

My Name Is Lucy Barton begins with 
a lonely mother-of-two confined to 
a hospital bed in New York City in 
the mid-1980s. Forced to confront 
the challenges of her past when her 
estranged mother comes to visit, 
Lucy also has to contend with the 
fact her future lies in the balance 
unless she recovers from a mystery 
illness which appears following the 
removal of her appendix. Elizabeth 
Strout sucks you into an exquisitely 
written story, anecdotally retold 
in perfectly constructed short 
chapters.

BANBURY United boss Mike Ford has 
promised a positive attacking performance as 
his side welcome fellow play-off contenders 
North Leigh to the Spencer Stadium on 
Saturday, writes Matthew Bruce. 

With 68 goals in 27 games, the Puritans are 
the top scorers in Evo-Stik Southern League 
Division 1 South & West, but are yet to beat 
any of their promotion rivals this season.

I Older drivers pay more for every car 
journey they make, says research from 
Saga Car Insurance. While the over-50s 
contribute about 47 per cent of the 
total UK's motoring spend, their 
mileage costs them about 63 per cent 
more than younger drivers. This is 
partly because they choose new and 
premium cars more often; more than 
60 per cent of new car spend comes 
down to older drivers. In the year up 
to September 2015, they were twice as 
likely to buy a Porsche, Mini or Jaguar 
than the rest of the population. These 
may be linked to higher maintenance 
and spare parts bills.

KIA drivers who want to 
stand out from the crowd 
have an obvious choice: the 
fiery flagship pro_cee’d GT. 

The 210 horsepower, three-door 
coupe is capable of twice the le¬ 
gal speed limit, but has a major 
snag in the form of a price tag 
topping £23,000. 

But the Korean firm has come 
up with a clever plan to draw in 
the sports-hatch enthusiast with 
a model offering a lower price 
and running costs. 

Enter the GT-Line trim level, 
which gives most of the styling 
and trim features of the sporty 
flagship, but with lower fuel, in¬ 
surance and taxation costs. 

The model driven here came 
with a sparky 1.0-litre ecoTurbo 
petrol engine and there is also a 
1.6-litre turbo-diesel. 

The new petrol engine makes 
its debut and Kia says it will re¬ 
place 70 per cent of its engines 
with more fuel-efficient alterna¬ 
tives in the next few years. 

Not that the little 998cc engine 
feels at all underpowered, pro¬ 
ducing a healthy 118 horsepower 
which is more than enough to 
allow the five-seater to cruise 
effortlessly at motorway speeds. 

The pro_cee’d rides like a tight,

taut, crisp-handling European 
car. That’s no fluke, as it was de¬ 
signed and engineered in Frank¬ 
furt and Russelsheim and made 
in Slovakia. 

All versions have a fully in¬ 
dependent suspension system. 
At the rear are twin exhausts, 
LED rear lamps and the number 
plate and rear fog lights are en¬ 
cased in high-gloss black panels. 
Sill extensions boost the sporty 
side profile and the car rides on 
five-double-spoke 17-inch alloy 
wheels. 

Theatrical touches include 
white lights illuminating the 
door handles and the bottom of 


the door mirrors at night. 

The front seats are trimmed 
in black cross-stitch upholstery 
with grey inserts and fitted with 
power lumbar adjustment. 

Standard equipment includes 
everything from steering wheel 
adjustment and air conditioning 
to Bluetooth phone link and a 
cooled glovebox. 

Safety systems and range from 
electronic stability control and 
vehicle stability management, to 
hill-start assist control. Six air¬ 
bags are standard. 

The three-door pro_cee’d is 
practical, with a decent-sized 
boot and a 60:40 split rear seat.
